The 
Pope, accompany’d yd the two Cardinals of 
his Palace, went on the 26th inftant, to vifit 
the Sick in the Hofpital of the Incurables ; 
He comforted them, diftributed Alms among 
them, and in Perfon adminiftred the Extream 
Undtion to a Dying Woman. After which 
he went to the Churches of St. John Lateran 
and St. Mary Major. On the 27th he Con- 
fefsd feveral Perfons in the Cathedral Church 
of St. Peter. On the 28th he gavethe Com- 
munion to all his Dometticks, and affifted at 
an Exhortation made by Father Caffini a Ca- 
puchin, and one of the Preachers of the 
Palace. The fame day 
People at Table, and gave each of them a 
Medal. He has fent a great Sum of Money 
to be charitably diftributed among the Poor 
of chofe Places that were ruin’d by the Earth- 
quake. The Duke d’Uzeda Ambaffador ex- 
traordinary of Spain, receiv’d by the laft 
Courier, the Crofs of the Order of Knight- 
hood of the Holy Ghoft, with Permiffion to 
wear it ; and accordingly Cardinal Janfon, 

who is a Prelate of that Order, will ve 
fhortly put it about his Neck with the ufual 

Ceremonies. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette,dated Feb.26. 
Venice, Feb, 10. On Monday laft the Count 
de Berka, Ambaffador of his Imperial Ma- 
jefty, made a Vifit to Signior Delphino, who 
will fet out in a few days on his Embaffy to 
Vienna. We have felt two Motions of an 
Earthquake in this City, but they did no 
damage. General Bagni is arriv’d here from 
the Imperial Army ; and will thortly fet 
out from hence to retuurn to Vienna. Ge- 
neral Staremberg caufes the New Works for 
ftrengthening the Fortifications of Oftiglia 
to be carried on with the utmoft Diligence ; 
and has taken care that the other Potts re- 
maining in the hands of the Imperialifts, be 
kept ina good Condition of Defence ;_ par- 
ticularly the City of Mirandola, whither he 
has lately fent a Convoy of all forts of Am- 
munition and Provifions. The French have 
fortified Bondanella, and are laying a Bridge

over the Secchia in order to form the Siege 


of Berfello, which has not offer'd to capi- 
tulate yet, though it has been bombarded 


‘above a Month. The Duke of Vendome is 


at Guaftalla, where he is drawing together

a flying Camp, in order to fome Enterprize. 
The French, befides the 18000 secvede out 
of their own Country, expect 3 or 4000 
Swifs, which are levying by the Cantons for 
the Defence of the Milaneze. 


Falmouth, Feb. 20. Yefterday faii'd hence 
the Mercurius and Golden Lyon of Fiushing, 
Privateers a Crufing to the Eaftward ; and 
this day the Patience of Briftoi came in here, 
with fome other Veffels laden with Timber 
for the Queen’s Dock. 

Shields, Feb.20. Here continues ftill in our 
Harbour near upwards of 100 Sail of Coatters, 
Viduallers and Collicis, being detain’d by

Plymouth, Feb. 21. This day came in Her 
Majefty’s Ships the Loo, Haftings,and Suffolk, 
and under their Convoy a great number 
of Coafters and Colliers: And this Afternoon 
feveral Ships from Dublin arriv’d here, and 


other places from Ireland; as alfo feveral. 


Englifh Ships bound for Holland, with fome 
Ships from the Weft-Indies: At the fame 
time came in here the Loretto of Dunkirk, 
fent in by a Dutch Privateer, as alfo fome 
other French Prizes from Falmouth. 

Dartmouth, Feb. 21. Laft night paffed b 
this Harbour feveral Ships to the Eaftward, 
under Convoy of two Men of War. And 
this Afternoon came before our Harbour a 
Dutch Man of War, in order to Convoy for 
Holland a Dutch Brigantine, as alfo four or 
five French Prizes fent in here fome time 
two Flushing Privateers, are fince and 
ail’d. 

Cowes, Feb. 22. Yefterday pafs'd by our 
Roads for Spithead, above 80 Sail of Ships, 
under Convoy of three Men of War from 
Milford. 

Weymouth, Feb. 22. Yefterday was brought 
in here by the Conqueror Galley, a French 
Ship call’d the St. Jacques of 120 Tons, 
laden with Wine and Brandy, &c. from 
Bourdeaux. 

Harwich, Feb. 23. Since my laft all the 
Ships remaining in our Harbour fail’d, and 
laft night came in two Hoyes with Stores for 
Her Majefty’s Navy, &c.
